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THD WAR POWER. 


‘The war power is still our main reliance. 
So the President ssid, after proposing to 
the country a plan for the restoration of 
peace, and offering psrdon to the people 
of the South. Unquestionsbly he is rigbt. 
The success of the war is understood to be 
the groundwork of any plan for such a 
peace as we require, and until the war 
power has overthrown the armies of the 
rebellion, it will be impossible forthose who 
are desirous of accepting the magnanimous 
offer of the President to make their wishes 
Known. All proposals of peace and pledges of 
pardon must be preceded by a victorious 
anny. Our Generals are our best smbassa- 
dors to the people we wish to reclaim, and 
where they fail our Statesmen cannot suc- 
ceed, These people are, in respect to the 
proclamation of pardon, precisely as the 
slaves are to the proclamation of emancipa- 
tion: they dare not accept it withont gain- 
ing the assurance that the United States 
will protect them from the yengeance of 
the enemy. Within the lines of the Union 
army thousands of former Secessionists are 
cager to take the oath of allegiance, and 
prove by their actions the sincerity of their 
repentance. Beyond those lines no sign of 
loyalty is giver. Wretched is the South- 
erner who, being in the power of the usur- 
pation of Mr, DAvts, dares to express Wi 
lingn pt the offer of the President. 
Thorefore, a paradox easily understood, we 
must conquer the South to free the South ; 
swe must make the war power our main reli- 
ance in working for a permanent peace. 
The phantom of Peace, holding in her hand 
the delusion of a compromise, must not be 
pursued, for it leads to the reality of pro- 
longed nd fierce war. Peace, when it 
comes to this nation, will be in the form of 
a United States soldier, resting on his mus- 
ket, in the capitol of Richmond. 

Now that we have read the noble mes- 
sage of the President and studied his plan 
of restoration; now that we have examined 
the ofllcinl history of the past year, we can 
better understand the worlc before us. We 
can clearly see that all measures concen- 
trate in one object—the strengthening of 
the war power. If Congress authorized a 
conscription, it was to increase our armies ; 
if it authorized the creation ofa national debt, 
it was to sustain those armies; if it gave 
to the President extraordinary powers du 
ring the war, it was that he might use those 
armies with more energy; if we have sub- 
mitted to taxation, before the rebellion un- 
Jsnown to us, to the loss of our friends and 
relatiyes in battle, to the draft, cheerfully 
accepting these misfortunes and incon- 
yeniences, it is solely because we wish 
to strengthen the war power. We have 
abandoned all hope that is not em- 
in war; we have scouted the 
that cowardice or compro- 
are indeed the same) could 
bring us peace ; our voice is still for war, 
and for the war of the giznts—for war, with 
its thougand battles and shaking an hundred 
thrones; for the greatest of all wars, if that 
be necessary, so that in the future we shall 
have the purest and profoundest peace. We 
have accepted the Napoleonic maxim tbat 
Providence is on the side of the heaviest 
artillery ; not irreverently, but from a con- 
yiction that Providence will always take 
care to give the heaviest artillery to the 
side which is right. It follows that in sim- 
ple consistency we should cast as many guns 
as we can pay for, 

A nation go thoroughly dependent upon 
war as this nation now is, cannot afford to 
wage war upon any scale less than Titanic. 
Two thousands of millions of dollars will 
cheaply purchase peace, and maintain 
Republic worth millions of millions. No 
sacrifice of life can be too great if victory is 
obtained by it. The grave of every loyal 
soldier is an argnment for still mightier 
war, for vainly haye our heroes fallen if 
the battle they nobly begun is meanly 
ended. So largely has the nation in- 
yested in the war, that it is ruined if it 
abandons the enterprise. And if we fail, to 
‘what depth do we fall? Our national de- 
gradation will be greater than our former 
national glory-; our shame will be perpetual, 
our ruin irretrieyable; the sceptre of the 
continent will have passed from the hands 
of its inhabitants. [Europe will govern 
‘America; the destiny of the New World 
will be controlled by the despotism of the 
Old. It is impossible to exaggerate the uni- 
versal cvil of failure in this war, and, there- 
fore, impossible to strive too earnestly for 
success, Let ‘the people of America look, 
then, to their armies, Ihe war power of the 
Government is the strength of the netion, 
and to increase it by men, money, and mes- 
sures, is to legislate for freedom end build 
upon’ enduring foundations the temple of 
perpetual peace.

of the Secretary of the Treasury would ne- 
cessarily bo a restatement of tho figures Mr. 
Onasu has s0 clearly arranged. Few will 
cnre to thoroughly study the details of that 
yast problem which he has mastered, but there 
are none who are not personally interested in 
the general result. The leading statements, 
and tho argument of the report, can be, and 
should be, fully understood by every intelli- 
gent citizen, for the financial administration, 
underlics all other administration, and upon 
the solvency of the Goyerument depends 
the future of the cbuntry. Too muoh im- 
portance, therefore, cannot be attached to 
this report, which so faith{wlly oxhibits the 
condition of the national finances, and 
points out the only method by which th 
present prosperity, in defiance of increusi 
debt, can be maintained. 

‘Time has vindicated the principles upon 
which Mr. C1rase founded his extraordinary 
system. The measures advised by him and 
sanctioned by Congress have relieved the 
treasury from all danger of exhaustion ; have 
supplied the Government with the means 
paying the expenses of the war, and haye 
not embarrassed the business of the country. 
The rebellion forced upon the nation enor- 
mous debt, but the principles upon which 
that debt has been contracted, the pro- 
yisions made for ils payment, aro- 80 
gound that to bear it honorably and pro- 
sperously will require no sacrifice that 
camnot easily be made by a wealthy and 
resolute people. The Atlas that supports 
the war is not crushed by his burden, and 
it is but justice to say of Mr. Case, that 
his far-sceing wisdom, his prudence and 
power in the financial administration of the 
past three years have so much lightened the 
Joad, that ‘What might have been ruin is 
transformed into success. He has avcom- 
plished a task which might have bafiled 2 
Rorascup. If to-day we find ourselves 
happy and prosperous, our armies victori- 
ous, the credit of our Government respected 
at home and abroad, Myr. Case must have 
no ordinary share of the gratitude, Good 
hos sprung from the bitter root of debt. In 
Oriental countries the women who bear 
heavy burdens on their heads are straighter 
and stronger for the habit, and wo, called 
upon to sustain unprecedented morn) and 
material adversity, haye already been made 
a nobler anda better people for the responsi- 
bility. 

The report satisfactorily shows that the 
income and the expenditure of the Govern 
ment haye been so nearly balanced in th 


past, that no doubt of its ability to prosecute 


the war vigorously in the future can be just- 
ly entertained. It also shows that the in- 
crease of debt will be less than the country 
had just reason to expect. Mr, Cuase’s 
estimates arc’ not undervaluations; on the 
contrary, the element of misfortune always 
enters into his calculations; and when he 
states the present and probable future con- 
dition of tho national finances, we know that 
the worst is revealed. Upon no other prin- 
ciple could any department of Mr. Lrx 
coun’s Administration have retained pub 

confidence. It is especially gratifying to 
find this perfect candor in the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, 

Tn contracting unavoidable debt, the Secre- 
tary has aimed at its distribution among the 
greatest possible number of holders. Thence 
the establishment of the national currency, 
and the distribution of bonds. Mx. CHASE 
truly says of the five-twenty loun, that “the 
history of the world may be searched in 
vain for a parallel case of popular financis! 
support to a national goyernment,"” The 
distribution of bonds to an amount of nearly 
four hundred millions of dollars is proof ot 
the confidence of the people in the strength 
and solvency of their Government, and of the 
ability of the Government to procure all the 
mouey necessary for the present, by borrow- 
ing alone. But here a point suggests itself 
which strikingly shows the prudence of our 
financial administration, and that true cco- 
nomy which sill not provide for the present 
at the entire expense of the future. Mr. 
Crase must yield to the necessity 
viding for further expenditure by further 
loans, for other methods are by themsely 
insufficient, ‘No prudent msn will recom- 
mend economy at the expense of eflicieney,"” 
says the report, und yery truly, for no- 
thing could be more disgracofully extrava 
gant than to pause to-dey, while victory 
awaits us to-morrow. The greatness of our 
gain compels greatness in further’ effort, 
otherwise we bave incurred a debt of over 
one thousand millions to mo good, and the 
nation has lost| the precious inyestment of 
blood and money it has alrendy made, But 
Mr, Case as fully understands the evils of 
absolute dependence on credit, as the evils 
of extreme economy. He firmly refuses to 
yield to the perpetual temptation to increase 
the issue of United States notes, and be- 
lieves that our debt should not be ow mas- 
ter, but our servant. 

‘Therefore, the Sccretary of the Treasury 
urges upon Congress the necessity of pro- 
viding for expenditure by increased taxation. 
Upon this provision depends our future pro- 
sperity. Revenue must approximate expen- 
diture. ‘A system of taxation cortain to 
produce a euilicient revenue to psy the 
whole ordinary expenses of the Government, 
in times of peace, and the entire interest on 
the public debt, and to create a gradually 
increasing fund for the redemption of its 
principal”—this, Mr, Cmase, in 1861 de- 
clared indispensable, Tn 186; its necessity 
iseven more apparent, for what was then @ 
theory isnow a fact. Congress cannot too 
early address itself to 8 revision of the in- 
ternal revenue law, and should not commit 
the error of the last session, in taxing too 
lightly profitable manufactures and commo- 
dities._ The inequalities of that law should 
be removed, and its application enlarged 
‘The internal rovenne should reach the orig’ 
nal estimate of one hundred and fifty mil- 
Jions @ year, and the wisdom and energies 
of Congress should immediately be given to 
tho subject. 

‘These are the leading points of a report 
from which its author ssys many things are 
necessarily omitted, but which to us seems 
exhaustive of ite subject, Closely argued 
and clearly expressed, embodying the only 
true principles of financial inwgrity, and 
recoréing facts in the highest degree hono- 
rable to the Joyully of the people, itis a docu- 
ment which caunot fail to confirm and in- 
crease the trot in the wisdom aud integrity 
of Mr, Linconn’s Adwinistration, Not

ness of prosperity, shrvey the richness of 
her agricultural homes, the growth of her 
trade and manufactures, her varied, success- 
ful efforts in sea aud river navigation, th 
jnventions and improvements in her me- 
chanie arts, the unrivalled activity in her 


profession) pursuits, and, above all, the 
achievements of hei aArmi¢s— 
achievements which stretch with for-reach- 


ing arms into the futtre, and which in their 
results embrace all thme—they wax won- 
drously expectant; beholding the Vroad sea 
of vision thus spread before them, they 
proudly, encouragingly smile upon the stal- 
wart uplifted hands of the loyal; they foresee 
the imminent eternal {destruction of rebel- 
lion, in all its horrid apg unnatural forms. 

When, in the stilliies of reflection, we 
recall the events of centuries #go, picturing 
to ourselves the panoraiale past of barbaric, 
ox of classic, but very commouly of war- 
like ages, we inadvertently compare that 
past with this present, and contrast nations 
obsolete or sadly dwindled away, not 80 
much with other nation’ of the present era, 
as with our own. Throngh all the turmoi) 
and anguieh which haye been ours, with the 
full knowledge of plenty of foes without, 
but with the compensating consciousness of 
not one solitary fear within, we have confi- 
dently fought. Wehave battled for a falure 
more glorious than ever the past hos 
been, and we desire no sugurs, oF ora- 
cles, or divinations to smbiguously fore- 
tell what common sense slone should 
teach us is inoyitable, The future is 
a quarry whence busy hands will sculpture 
shapes of matchless beauty); the present is 
Dut the portico to the tempit soon to be de- 
dicated to the cause of dhiversal liberty. 
To the unsymputhizing, language like this 
may afford subject for all the sarcasm they 
are capable of. Be it so. There is such 
abundant reason to regard oyreelves at this 
era not only with hope, but with confident 
expectation; such strength remaining in 
those very resources which haye been so 
largely drawn upon already, such s cling- 
ing love to the cause which the re els impo- 
tently curse, such a dead-set animosity to 
that which they espouse, such an unity of 
feeling between all who deserve the sacred 
tile of loyal men, and such a tranquil trust 
in the destiny of the United States, if for 
no other reason than thi the United 
States, that to brood fora moment on an 
impossible dark side should seem incompre- 
hensibly unnatural and absurd. 

‘Those versed in history would yemind us 
of the rise and downfall of Assyrin, Baby- 
lon, the Empire of the Med ss wthd Persians, 
and soon, But we are neither Assyria nor 
Babylon, and those who founded the mighty 
empires of the past, which have long since 
dwindled into less than nothingness, never 
looked to the possibility of the existence of 
such n Government ss ours;, 4 Govern- 
ment founded upon the wisdom of all an- 
tiquity ; » Constitution to which none that 
exists, or ever existed, is comparable; a na- 
tion which, when other nations diflerently 
founded would yet be in infancy, is striding 
son in young manhood ; a past which is full 
of glory, and without reproach ; a present 
which, though oyer-clouded, it is true, by 8 
fearful trial, is yet settling forever & ques- 
tion of incalculable importance—can it be 
possible that a future should lie before us 
incompatible with these constituents ? 

We throw out these few thoughts bec 
we think they embody the sentiments of sll 
loyal hearts. It is not necessary to appeal 
to such, for they need no-appeal. Their 
breasts are fructilying soils, where the roots 
of liberty strike deep, and over which thé 
boughs of freedom scatter their all-embracing 
protection. 
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A New Navy Yard tor Erou-Cind Vess 

The selection of a site for the establish- 
ment of a new nayy yard suitable for the 
construction and repair of iron-clad ve 
is earnestly recommended by the Secretary 
of the Navy, and will no doub} receive 
early attention from |Congress. The Dela: 
qvare river has certain claims_in this con- 
nection, Which are nowhere more fairly and 
emphatically acknowledged than in the re- 
port of Secretary Wenuks. With this en- 
dorsement, the great interests of our city and 
State have double force in urging upon our 
Representatives such vigorous action ns will 
secure this indispensable result. The fresh- 
water of our river, its sale and ample har- 
borage, its great Commfoyein! port and me- 
tropolis, the vast mechanical and industrial 
resources, and coal and iron wealth of our 
city and State, offer a thousand advantages 
in favor of this yicinity sboye all others. 
‘These advantages are unopposed by u single 
objection, and neither our city nor the Go- 
yernment can afford to disregard them. 
The subject of ‘\A New Navy Yard and 
Establishment for Iron-clad Vessels and 
Machinery" is thus plainly presented in the 
report of the Secretary of the Navy:

‘As will be geen, Secretary WRLLES re- 
peatedly recommends the Delaware river and 
the vicinity of Philadelphia. In the ques- 
tion between New London and League 
Teland, the Jatter las a superiority which 
it would be preposterous to dispute. For 
the harborage of iron-clads fresh water is 
of absolute necessity, and a great navy 
yard should be in instant reach of @ great 
centre of labor, skill, and material, Ina 
large public spirit, our municipsl authori- 
ties have offered three hundred acres of 
land to the Goyernpent, and this fact is 
another argument in favor of League 
Isiand.. Leaving this aside, Inrger accom- 
modations than those of our present mar- 
row navy yard are a pressing requirement. 
Eyen wien enlarged, its limits will not be 
sufficient, and the purchase of a new ground 
and water front is recommended to Con- 
gres 

Every one practically acquainted with our 
navy yard can appreciate the justice of this 
suggestion, which is not a moment premn- 
ture. 

The whole question of nnew navy yard 
is now virtually confined to a choice of 
places upon the Delaware. In defaalt of 
League Island, the Chief of Yards and 
Docks recommends the vicinity of Marcus 
Hook, a few miles below Chester. This site 
appears to possess no merits counter- 
balancing League Island, while there are 
doubtless places nearer to Philadelphia, 
whose proximity to population and railroad 
convenience would prove important, and 
where owners would be willing to give 
property for the sake of accruing inte- 
yests, But the liberal donation of the three 
hundred acres composing League Island is 
added to its merits of accommodation and 
positios, and will command chief attention. 
‘This subject is now fully nod directly before 
the public, and it will depend upon our 
Representatives to secure slike the best inte- 
reste of the city, State, and country. 


Buropean Affairs. 

‘The alfairs of Europe are becoming com- 
plicated. The sudden death of the King of 
Denmark has added to the trouble. Dying 
without any near relation to succeed him, 
his crown has been assumed bf Prince 
Cnnistian, (father of the Princess of 
Wales and of the new King of Greece,) 
who really ig a German, nots Danish prince, 
but was selected by several of the leading 
Powers, eleven years ago, to be heir-pre- 
sumplive,—though the Danish Legislature 
took two years to consent to the nomination 
The new King, it appears, has been coldly 
accepted by ‘his subjects” in Copenhagen, 
many of the" public functionaries there hay- 
ing declined to swear allegiance to b 
Under tho patronsge of the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, cousin and brother-in-law to 
Queen VicrortA, the Prince of Augusten- 
burg claims the sticcession to the duchy of 
Schleswig-Holstein, bitherto belonging to 
Denmark, and it is more than probable that 
this will have to be decided by 
arms. England's diflculty will be great —— 
is she to support King Cimistran, 0 De 
mark, whose nomination she assisted to 
obtain twelve years ago, and whose fair 
daughter will one day be Queen-Consort of 
Great Britain, or will she side with the 
Grand-Duke of Saxe-Coburg, who wishes 
to curtail the dominions ot Denmark, by 
taking away the Duchy of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein ? 

It scems to have been decided by the Bri- 
tish Cabinet, after much deliberation, that 
England bas notified to France a refusal to 
assist in the Congress proposed by the Em- 
peror NaPoLEoN, It is declared that Aus: 
tria positively declines participating in thi 
gathering of sovereigns, and that Russia 
has requested a programme of the subjects 
to be discussed, with & conditional promise 
to assist, after peace shall have been restored, 
by the submission or subjection of Poland— 
either contingency, it is obvious, being sp- 
parently rather remote. The other great 
Powers are not unwilling to go into this 
Congress, the actual object of which is to 
form a new partnership, as it were; and, op 
the new agreement being formally “signed, 
sealed, and delivered,” to tear in two the 
Viennese Treaty of 1815, by, which the-Bo- 
napsrte family were placed under the ban 
of Europe. Itis as if a man who had be- 
come rich and respectable should seek to 
have his conviction and sentence, as a lar- 
cenist or burglar, expunged or obliterated. 
The political events of the Jast thirty-five 
years have so changed the boundaries of 
many States, that a new po ical map of 
Burope may be necessary. 

Tt may be suspected that, if any other 
man than Darl Rossert were Foreign 
Minister now, England would not refuse 
to assist in the new Congress of Paris 
But, in case of acquiescence, Eurl Rus 
SELL would cluim, as a sight, to be En 
gland's representative there, against which 
two objections might be made, that be 
made & great failure, as political negotiator 
at Vienpa, in 1955, and tbat he lass the 
disadvantage of being unable to apeuk or 
write Frencb, the Inpguage which will be 
used by every one at the Congress.

He appeared at Bunker HL, and," essa 
the historian, “amoog those who mounted tho 
works wea tho gallant Mejor Piteatra, who cxull 
ingly cried out, ‘The day te ours!’ when f Disc! 
soldier named Salem ahot him through, and he fell. 
His sgonized oon received him in bls azme, and ten 
derly bore him to the bonts, A contribution was 
made in tho army for the colored toluicr, and he 
was preecnted to Washington oo having performed 
thip feat. 

In the Revolution there wavs colored company 
ealled the “Bucks of America" that rendered most 
valuable service. At the clore of that struga! 
John Hancock presented them with ao sppropriate 
banner, bearing his initials; as au expression of his 
appreciation of their patriotism nnd bravery. The 
‘Buel, commanded by Col. Middleton, were tn 
vited to a collation in snelghboring town, and, whtlo 
on thelt way, wero requested to halt In front of the 
Hancock mapulon, on Bercoa street, whero the Go 
yernor and bie eon united in prescoting the banner. 

At the commencement of the War of the Revolu- 
tion, Rhode Island had quite s number of slaves, 
but abo xiow bow to make good use of them, A 
regiment of them was formed, and no braver mon 
wont into bitte than thoy were. They wero not, 
however, permitted to become soldiora until they 
were first emancipated, acd their freedom pledged to 
them forever. In tho gallant defence of Red Bank 
that regiment bores most bonotable part, Io that 
ntrogalo four hundred men met and repulsed, after s 
terrible elsughter, fifteen hundred Hessian troop 
hesded by Couot Dovop. 

‘The capability of the biscks to render valuable 
services no soldiers, was sckaowledged st the Rovo- 
Jutionary period at the South, as well na at tho 
North, In 1779 a convention of delegates from South 
Garolinn and tho evecial envoy from Georgls sug- 
gested that s {orce might be ratred in \beaald State 
from among the negrors, which would not only be 
formidable to the enemy, from thelr numbers, aod 
the discipline of which they would readily admit, 
pat would sleo lezen the dangers from revolts and 
doeertlone by dotsching tho moat vigorous and o> 
terpriing of the negroes.”
